The Acting Chief told the reporter 
that the fact that gasoline was still 
found in the boxes and barrels was due 
to the quickness. with which the fire- 
men responded to the alarm. He said 
that hose was playing upon two floors 
within three minutes of the alarm. 

Burlap Soaked in Gasoline, 

One of the boxes in which gasoline 
was found appeared to have been con- 
nected with one of the barrels by a 
strip of burlap, the slightly-burned 
ecges of the box and barrel indicating 
to the Acting Chief the place where 
Fad rested the ends of the gasoline- 
soaked strip found on the floor between 
them. 

In the cellar of the building investiga- 
tion yesterday showed that at the time 
of the fire the outer door of a brick 
vault in the front part of the cellar 
had been left open. Within this vault 
were kept the books and other records 
of the company. 

Another curious feature of the fire 
which is being investigated is the fact 
that the fourth floor was almost un- 
touched by fire although heavy dam- 
age was done on the second and third 
floors and on the fifth floor. The Acting 
Chief said that it seemed to him as if 
fire must have started on the top floor 
at tho same time as in the basement. 
A representative of W. H. Markham 
& Co., insurance brokers, with offices in 
the Pierce Building, who placed the 
policies on the stock in the building, 
said that the insurance on machinery 
and stock amounted to about $40,000. 
Ba Is Not There Saturday. 
E. B. Sherzer, a director of the print- 
ing company, said that to the best of 
his knowledge there never were any 
barrels or boxes kept in the building. 
He said they were not there when he 
left at 2 p. m. Saturday. 
G. W. Lovell of Webster Groves, the 
company’s estimator, said it was his 
duty to see that the company was sup- 
plied with gasoline. Owing to insurance 
regulations, he said, it was a strict rule 
of the company that not more than two 
gallons of gasoline be kept on the prem- 
ises. It was his custom, he said, to sign 
an order for two gallons of gasoline 
when needed and send an employe aft- 
er it with a tin can. He said the com- 
pany never kept any gasoline in a bar- 
rel or a box, and that he never had 
seen any such barrels or boxes in the 
building. He said he left the building 
at 2:15 p. m. Saturday. 
Roy M. B. Tidd, president of the 
printing company, told a reporter this 
afternoon that after an inspection of 
the ruined building he was unable to 
account for the presence of gasoline in 
the boxes and barrels. He said tha: 
the boxes or barrels were not standing 
at the elevator shafts and stairway 
left the building 
about

knowledge he was the last man to leave 
the building.

At this, the affidavit 
alleges, Brown thrust the muzzle of his 
revolver against the fireman’s body, and 
Mrs. Shaffer, who is in delicate health, 
fainted. 

When the charges were first placed in 
Capt. Johnson's hands, Brown was 
questioned about thém. He said his 
house, while Dr. Shaffer occupied it, 
had been a “headquarters for Republic- 
an politicians and ‘dog fanciers.’ Dr. 
Shaffer conducts a dog and cat hospi- 
tal in another part of the city. Brown 
admitted having had trouble with his 
tenants, but denied the charges as to his 
words and actions toward the Shaffer 
party.

Difficult Water in 13 Hours 
and 45 Minutes. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—A’ lithe, deep- 
chested youth, 18 years old, Robert W. 
E. Dowling, 
president of a realty concern, achieved 
the best long distance swim known to 
local waters when he tircled. 

Island yesterday, a distance of fi 4 
40 miles. He was in the water 18 hours 
and 45 minutes. 

Young Dowling attempted the feat 
Aug. 15 and made 2% miles, but the tide 
at Spuyten Duyvil defeated him. Yes- 
terday he made his start from Spuyten 
Duyvil at 8:40 a. m. He was followed 
by his father, T. J. Dowling of Spring 
Lake, who is his coach, and a half 
dozen other persons in a motor boat. 
He made his way down the North 
River with the wind at his back, using 
a trudgeon stroke. Three hours after 


his start he was passing Forty-second | 


street and at 1:06 o’clock he had made 
the Battery. 

Then he had a ‘struggle, testing not 
only his strength but his heart. He 
was caught in the cross currents off the 
Battery and. swept toward Governor's 
Island. The water was choppy and 
foaming. He had to use many tricks to 
work himself out of the current. It 
was half an hour’s hard fighting before 
he was well on his way again. At 3:40 
p. m. he was going at ease past the 
south end of Blackwell's. Island. 

Then the young swimmer’s work was 
cut out for him again. There was des- 
perately hard swimming against the 
Hell Gate flow until he got to the en- 
trance of the Harlem River. He swung 
in there at 6:15 o’clock. 

As. the youth started the last stretch 
of the swim to Spuyten Duyvil it was 
evident that he was nowhere near the 
end of his strength. Within four miles 
of the finish his father plunged into the 
water and swam side by side with his 
son, but, although fresh, he could not 
keep up the son's pace to the finish. 
Fifteen minutes from the end he called 
for a lift into the motor boat. 

There was no suggestion of exhaus- 
tion when the youth got: back to his 
starting point. The finish was at 10:15 
p. m. At half-hour intervals he had 
swallowed a little beef juice or choco- 
late. Dowling had trained all summer 
for this swim. The longest swim hith- 
erto recorded in New York waters was 
that of George Meehan of Boston, who, 
on July 19 last year, went the 22 miles 
from the Battery to Sandy Hook im 
seven hours and 19 minutes.

JUDGE SLAIN FROM. 
AMBUSH AS HE 1S 
LEAVING. HIS HOME 


“Now I’ve Got You,” House- 
keeper of Rhode Island Jurist 
Says She Heard Man Say. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 6.—Jus- 
tice Willis S. Knowles of the Eighth 


Judicial District was assassinated to- 
day just after he had left his bunga- 
low in North Scituate to take a trol- 
ley car for Providence. He received 
three bullet wounds, two in the back 
and one in the jaw. The attack oc- 
curred about 100 yards from the 
house and apparently the shots came 
from bushes that lined the village 
road. 

After having been wounded at least 
once, the Justice turned back and nearly 
had ‘regained the gate opening into hig 
place when he fell dead. 

The murder was witnessed by no one. 
The assassins escaped. 

The body was found by Judge 
Knowles housekeeper, Mrs. Wardell, 
who ran from the house when she hear’ 
the shots. As she reached the lawn she 
says she heard a man’s voce with a 
foreign accent cry: 

“Now, Judge, I've got you.” She saw 
no one, but thought the voice came from 
the shrubbery. 

Justice Knowles was 48 years old and 
unmarried. He was born in Ohio. The 
police are proceeding on the theory that 
he was killed in revenge by some liti- 
gant against whom he had given a de- 
cision. 

According to the police, he had recent- 
ly complained of the conditions under 
which a saloon, a short distance from 
his bungalow, was conducted. In re- 
cent years there have been many ar- 
rests in North Scituate of alleged pro- 
moters of cock fighting. 

Friends of Judge Knowles told the 
police that he recently had said he was 
making many enemies because of his 
activity in forming an organization to 
conduct a campaign against violators 
of the fish and game laws. Upon this 
information the police began a search 
for a man whom the Justice is al- 
leged to have described as having be- 
come embittered toward him in this 
connection.

BERLIN, Sept. 5, by wireless to Say- 
ville, Sept. 6.— The situation of the 
English at the Dardanelles and their 
attitude toward Turkey is like that of 
a man sitting on a tree branch and cut- 
ting it off between himself and the 
tree. 
80 declared a Turkish dipigmat of 


high rank from Constantinople while 
discussing with me the recent heavy 
losses of the allies on the Gallipoli pen- 
insula: The diplomat continued: 

“All reports to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the allies are making no piog- 
ress in or along the Dardanelles. They 
are only sacrificing thousands of lives 
in what has been a hopeless undertak- 
ing #0 far. : 

“The English really have Wad luck 
in meeting failure in the Dardanelles, 
and I hope they will continue to have 
such luc . It is lucky for us and not 
much less lucky for England. 


Mad From Fear of Germany. 

“England has simply gone mad from 
fear of Germany. This absurd ‘Ger- 
man madness’ which has become an ob- 
session with them, has caused the best 
of English statesmen to lose their heads 
—to lose sight of England’s best in- 
terests, so causing the English to do 
that, which, if successful, would be the 
worst possible thing for England’s fu- 
ture. 

“Russia is England’s great future 
enemy. If you look far enough ahead, 
no other conclusion can be arrived at 


j than it is Russia which England must 


reckon with in the future. So, En- 
gland's endeavor to conquer the Darda- 
nelles, to take Constantinople and de- 
liver her to England's greatest rival of 
the future, is nothing short of political 
madness. 

J always have had the highest ad- 
miration and respect for British states- 
men, who undoubtedly have been 
among the greatest in the world, but 
England's attempt to deliver Turkey to 
Russia displays a lack of political far- 
sightedness that is incomprehensible «o 
me. 

“England's prestige has been buriet 
deeper on the front at the Dardanelles 
than anywhere else in this war. The 


deepest grave of English prestige ig the. 


Gallipoli Peninsula. Her failure there 
is bound to shake English influence to 
its very foundatiom and the day will 
come when England will know this. 


Unbroken Series; of Defeats, 

“Her efforts to capture the Darda- 
nelles and Constantinople have falle ! 
and we have every reason to believe 
will continue to fail. 

The entire Dardanelles campaign by 
the allies, on sea and land, has been an 
unbroken series of defeats, of which the 
full extent is probably not known or 
realized in England and France. 

“The Turk has come into his own 
again as a fighkter,’’ concluded the dfplo- 
mat, whom I met in Vienna and who 
came to Berlin on the same train with 
me. “So far as Turkey is concerned. 
if England and France are seeking her 
conquest for territorial aggrandizement, 
it is immaterial whether they should 
keep Turkey for themselves or deliver 
us to Russia for a price.“ 

The diplomat added that an agreement 
between Turkey and Bulgaria probably 
would prove the turning point of the 
Balkan situation. He declared that such 


an agreement had been perfected, buf 


he could not confirm officially that it 
had been signed. 

From other reliable sources IL am in- 
formed that only the protocols of such 
an agreement have been signed. After 
they were signed Bulgaria, it is report- 
ed, made some new demands of such a 
nature that they must be weighed care- 
fully before they are agreed upon.

of the destroyers in foiling all efforts 
of submarines to reach the crippled Lion 
as she was being towed home at five 
knots an hour after sinking the German 
cruiser Bluecher. 

The places in which the Lion was 
damaged during the North Sea battle 
were not discernible in some instances, 
owing to reconstruction of the section 
where the shells burst. In other cases 
the location was evident, patches having 
been placed over the injured plates. 

The Tiger, which the Germans claimed 
to have sunk and which is a sister bat- 
tle cruiser of the Lion, had fewer scars 
to show as a result of the North Sea 
battle. 

Few Marks of Battle. 

On the Queen Elizabeth, the only signs 
of her experiences at the Dardanelles 
which were visible were a section r 
new planks on deck, where a shell pen- 
etrated, and a dent from a glancing shot 
on one-of her 15-inch guns. 

The Inflexible, the flagship in the 
Falkland Islands battle, suffered less 
irjury there than at the Dardanelles, 
where she was struck by a mine and 
was under heavy fire from shore. A 
piece of the mine is kept in the ward 
room as a souvenir, and all the ships 
which have been in action had frag- 
ments of German shells set in mount- 
ings as mMementoes. Officers referred 
tc the manner in which the necessity 
had been foreseen in British naval prep- 
arations for taking care of damages 
from battle, thus insuring prompt re- 
pairs when any ship returned injured 
in action. ; 

“But*we had few repairs to make and 
our energy and resources were given to 
the rapid construction of new fighting 
units, which .continues to increase our 
preponderance over the German fleet,“ 
one officer remarked. The correspond- 
ent heard repeated and sympathetic ref- 
erences to the sacrifices and hardships 
of the army during the grilling year of 
war, while the battleships marked time 
in their long wait. 

“But if battle comes for us it will 
not last long.“ an officer said. “Every 
day’s waiting only sharpens our eager- 
ness.“ 

Only Color Visible. 

The only color visible in that vast 
assembly of fighting ships stretching 
into the misty horizon or standing out 
against the green background of the 
harbor.was the blue uniforms of the 
crews and an occasional signal flag 
fluttering from the halyard. 

While on board the flagship of Ad- 
miral Sir John Jellicoe, a message was 
brought to the commander in chief, who 
called a secretary and spoke briefly to 
him, Word was passed around that 
the whole fleet had been ordered to 
weigh anchor and proceed to sea. 
Guests on beard a destroyer at the 
mouth of the harbor watched the un- 
precedented procession of naval power 
make its exit, led by graceful light 
criusers and flotillas of destroyers. 

“But are not German submarines 
waiting outside?“ was asked. 

No doubt, two or three are always 
there, an officer replied, “but the de- 
stroyers know how to keep them off.“ 

Cutting through choppy waves and 
leaving foaming wakes, the destroyers, 
attendant satellites of the great fight- 
ing ships, ran in and out, always on 
the move. It seemed that if a line had 
been drawn between the stern and bow 
of any two battleships it would mea- 
sure exactly the same distance as be- 
tween any other two, so steadily were 
the intervals kept. ‘The crews were out 
and the sight added impression to the 
fleet's gray armored might. 

Seemingly Endless Column, 

The head of the column was lost in 
the mist of approaching nightfall and 
black clouds from the funnels. Bight, 
16, 0 dreadnoughts were counted as 
they went past with clockwork regular- 
ity, and out of other smoke clouds in 
the harbor were more dreadnoughts 
coming before the King Edward Vil 
and other pre-dreadnoughts classes had 
their turn.

With every 
month the British fleet had grown 
stronger and was better organized to 
meet any possible emergency. Though 
the submarine had played a more im- 
portant part than many had expected, 
the methods for countering their at- 
tacks and destroying them had devel- | 
oped beyond expectations. 

Submarines waited outside of harbors, 
they said, whenever the fleet or any 
part of it went forward, but they had 
succeeded in hitting only one vessel, 
a light cruiser. The grand fleet itself 
had learned how to care for itself. 

The hardest part of the war for the 
navy, the officers declared, was in the 
early days, when the fleet was contin- 
ually at sea looking for a battle. Now 
it was secure and ready. it could steam 
to action instantly if the patrols, which 
continually swept the North Sea, re- 
ported any sign of the Germans.

Austrian Ambassadcr Says He 
Has Right to Keep Countrymen 
Out of War Order Plants. 


TO EXPLAIN TO LANSING 


Statement 
Documents Which Archibald 
Carried Are Made Public. 


* 
LENOX, Mass., Sept. 6.— The right to 


call out Austrian-Hunganar workers 
in the big steel mills of the country 
engaged in filling war orders for the al- 
lies was claimed by Dr. Constantin 
Theodor Dumba,--Ambassador from 


Austria-Hungary to the United States, 
in a statement issued last night at the 
summer embassy here. 

Dr. Dumba said he intenjed to leave 
today fer Washington to explain his po- 
sition te. Secretary Lansing. 

This statement was called forth by 
dispatches from London, published yes- 
terday, making public excerpts 
letters and memoranda forwarded by 
Dr. Dumba to Foreign Minister Buri- 
an of Austria-Hungary, which were 
seized by the Pritish naval authorities 
from James F. J. Archibald, an Amer- 
ican newspaper correspondent, who was 
apprehended when the steamer Rotter- 
dam arrived at Falmouth the latter 
part of August. 

Statement by Dumba, 

Dr. Dumba declared that there was 
nothing in the dispatches from him to 
his Government, taken by the British 
naval authorities that could not be 
properly explained. In regard to one 
part of the published statement, in 
which it was said that a typewritten 
memorandum prepared by Dr. Dumba 
contained detailed information as to 
how the big steel mills at Bethlehem, 
Pa., and elsewhere could be put out 
of commission, the Ambassador said: 

Count von Bernstorff and I dine’ 
with Archibald before he sailed, and 
he was intrusted with secret and valua- 
ble papers. I fail to understand how he 
could have been so careless as to allow 
these dispatches to fall into the hands 
of our enemies. However, there waz 


nothing in the dispatches which cannot 


be satisfactorily explained. . 
The proposals regarding calling out 
citizens of Austria-Hungary, made by 
me, were that every open and perfectly 
“proper method be taken to bring before 
our races employed in the big steel 
works the fact that they were engage“ 
in an enterprise that was unfriendly to 
their fatherland, and that the imperial 
Government would hold workers in mu- 
nition plants where contracts were being 
filled for the allies with being guilty of 
a serious crime against the country, 
something that would be punishable by 
imprisonment or penal servitude should 
they return to their own country. 
There are thousands of workingmen 
fu the big steel industries, natives of 
Rohemia, Moravia, Carnolia, Dalmatia, 
Croatia, Slavcnia and other peoples of 
the races from Austria-Hungary who 
are uneducated and who do not ‘under- 
stand that they are engaged in a work 
against their own country.

Washington Officials Remain Silent 
on Dumba Statement. 
WASHINGTON. Sept. 6.—The White 
House and State Department continued 
to preserve strict silence today on the 
published statement of Ambassador 
Dumba of Austria that he Rad taken 
part in a movement to curtafl produc- 
tion of war materials in the United 
States by reminding Austro-Hungarian 
subjects that they were violating the 
criminal code of their native land by 
accepting employment in the munition 

plants. 

Secretary Lansing later in the day re- 
ceived a request from Ambassador Dum- 
ba for a conference and made an ap- 
pointment to meet him at the State De- 
partment tomorrow afternoon. 

Officials here point out that the sub- 
ject »which has arisen from this inci- 
dent, is a new one to American diplo- 
macy and that there are absolutely no 
trecedents for official guidance. It is 
declared that unless existence of a con- 
spiracy can be shown it is doubtful 
whether any statutory violation has 
been involved. 

The question of the legality of ap- 
troaching naturalized American citizens 
by Foreign Ambassadors in time of 
war is said to involve the question of 
dua! citizenship, which has been a sub- 
ject of continuous contrgversy between 
the United States and veral of the 
greet European Powers. ¢ 

The Ambassador's frank statement of 
his activities, however, was received 
with undisguised surprise in official cir-

No official was willing to ven- 
ture an opinion on what position the 
State Department might take until the 
Ambassador had seen Secretary Lan- 
sing.

Convention in Chicago Makes 
No Attempt to Pass Resolu- 
tions for Embargo. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Although speaker 
after speaker declared against the ship- 
ment of munitions from America to Eu- 


ropean bélligerents and criticised the at- 
titude of the administration toward the 
matter, the Friends of Peace today 
made no formal declaration in favor of 
an embargo. 

Instead, the meeting adopted a reso- 
lution containing the following state- 
ment of principles as an expression of 
the purposes of the organization: 

That the majority of Americans are 
opposed to war except for the national 
defense. 

That the time has come to discard 
war, the greatest relic of barbarism.” 

That war will cease when enlightened 
men and women bind themselves togeth- 
er to prevent unnecessary armament. 

That there should be freedom of the 
seas and that the United States should 
contribute to this resuit by insisting 
that American commerce in noncontra- 
band goods with belligerents be unmo- 
lested. ; 

That the idea of America being in- 
vaded by a European army is prompted 
solely by the avarice of armament and 
munition makers. 

That the manufacture of death-deal- 
ing implements should not be for profit 
but solely for national defense. 

That foreign loans to finance warlike 
enterprises are subversive of peace, and 
loans to belligerent Governments from 
Federal reserve banks illegal and un- 
neutral. 

That, in view of all these things, tiie 
Friends of Peace pledge themselves to 
work to ‘counteract teachings of false 


morality regarding warfare and to elimi- 


nate from public life every politician 
and every false teacher playing on the 
prejudices of the unthinking while se- 
cretly serving the manufacturers of 
arms and armament. 

No Resolutions for Embargo. 

The announced intention of J. J. To- 
bias and others to introduce a resolu- 
tion declaring for an embargo on war 
munitions did not materialize. 

Henry Weissman of Chicago, chair- 
man of the Resolutions Committee. said 
“the action of this convention must 
not be a defiance of public opinion 
which we of German extraction believed 
to be misinformed. It must not be a 
defiance of a press which we believe to 
be unjustly prejudiced. It must not be 
a defiance of what so many of us con- 
ceive to be the mistaken policy of our 
Government. It must be in the inter- 
ests of true peace and we must pre- 
Serve, not rupture, the common bonds 

Weissman was greeted with prolonged 
cheering when he declared: 

“As one of German birth and train- 
ing, I admire the German Prince wh. 
now leads the destinies of his nation, 
but my heart is with the common peo- 
ple of Germany. I hope when this war 
is over that political conditions in Ger- 
many will be so popular, so domestic 
that Germany forever after will be the 
bulwark of peace and democracy.” 


Bryan Scheduled to Speak 
William J. Bryan was scheduled to ad- 


dress the convention late this after- 
noon. 3 — 

Bryan’s agreement to address the con- 
vention was not absolutely given until 
after a conference with the Executive 
Committee last night. After the meet- 
ing, Henry Weissman, one of the lead- 
ers of the convention, said that Bryan 
would speak with the understanding 
that anything he might say would not 
be binding on the convention and any- 
thing he might say would not be bind- 
ing on him.

Bell Telephone Co. Assessment 
Raised $256,000, United 
Railways Only $12. 


State Auditor Gordon has made pub- 
lic the assessment revision as finally 
approved by the State Board of Equal- 
ization, composed of the Governor, Sec- 
retary of State, Attorney-General, Au- 
ditor and Treasurer. 


It shows an increased taxable val- 


uation of $37,887,522.21 from all sources. 
At the maximum legal rate of 15 cents 


on the $100, this will increase the State's 
direct revenue $56,831.28 a year. 

Of the total increased assessment, $34,- 
765,458 comes from urban real estate, 
farm lands and personal property. The 
other 233, 122,068.31 represents an in- 
creased assessment of the public utili- 
ties corporations. 

Of the corporations hardest hit is the 
Kansas City Terminal Association on 
account of the new Union Station in 
that city. Its single increase was $1,- 
600,000, almost a third of the whole 
burden added to the public service com- 
panies. 

St. Louis Firms Fare Well, 

St. Louis utilities fared rather better 
at the hands of the board. The United 
Railways assessment was increased only 
$12. The Terminal Railway Association 
escaped without a dollar’s increase. 

The Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co. (Bell), which recently ob- 
tained permission from the Public Serv- 
ice Commission to increase its rates 
that it might earn what its officers 
called a fair return on its investment, 
drew an increased assessment of $256,584. 
The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. (Bell) was increased $215,544. The 
Kinloch Telephone Co. assessment was 
raised $16,398. 

The Santa Fe Railroad’s assessment 
was raised $139,646.35. The Chicago & 
Alton drew an increase of $141,656; the 
Milwaukee Railroad one of $70,135, and 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas one of 
$61,242. The total increase from all rail-

STRONG PEACE MOVEMENT 


Looks to America for Action When 
on Submarine Question Remove Obstacles 
to Initiative. by President.

BERLIN, Sept. 4, via The Hague and 
London, Sept. 6—That the Pope enter- 
tains high hopes of America starting a 
strong and effective movement in the 
direction of peace, as soon as agree- 
ment between Germany and the United 
States on the Lusitania and the Arabi 
controversies and the general submari 
questions removes these obstacles to an 
initiative on the.part of President Wil- 
son, is the information from a person- 
age in Rome in close touch with the 
Holy Father. 

When it became evident that European 
neutrals, as I telegraphed from Copen- 
hagen, could not reach an accord on 
a proposed conference, and when there 
seemed to be no prospect of their doing 
so, since all were too hesitant over tak- 
ing the initiative, the Pope again de- 
cided to appeal to President Wilson just 
as he did in my interview with him and 
in his Easter message to the American 
people given me on Easter Monday. 

It was the opinion of both the Holy 
Fatber and of Cardinal Gaspari, Secre- 
tary of State, as expressed to me at the 
time, that the sole hope for peace when 
the psychological moment came lay 
with President Wilson. To any efforts 
the President might make, the Pope 
even then pledged the utmost support 
of his moral influence. The Pope even 
at that time had high hopes that the 
moment would soon arrive when Presi- 
dent Wilson could and would take ac- 
tion with every prospect that his influ- 
ence, aided by the Holy Father’s, would 
be of consequence with the belligerents. 

Relies on American President. 

According to the Rome informant—a 
person whose name I cannot mention 
for obvious reasons—the Pope has 
never ceased to cling to that idea and 
was much distressed when the tension 
between the United States and Ger- 
many over the submarine question 
threatened to render President Wilsor 
impossible as a great factor toward 
peace. For it was upon the President 
that the holy father placed his one 
great reliance that the war might be 
ended much sooner than if allowed to 
continue through the natural course of 
events to the stage of exhaustion. 

The Pope, I am informed, followed 
with the greatest interest the efforts : 
bring about a conference among Euro 
pean neutrals and even asked that he 
might be represented in the event that 
arrangements for the conference took 
definite form.

might view the situation.

BE ON BORDER BY 
MIDDLE OF WEEK 


Country, However, Is Covered 
With Undergrowth and Trails 
Are Difficult. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Sept. 6.— The 
disposition of troops in the Brownsville 
section cuntinued today. By mid-week 
there will be 4400 nen, cavalry, nfantr:;. 
artillery and signal and aero oprps in 
this district, a command large enough, 
it is hoped, to exert sufficient moral 
force to make the use of physical force 
unnecessary in maintaining quiet in the 
boider counties with their o per cent 
Mexican population. 

The troops are patrolling a territory 
nearly the size of Maine, which con- 
tains only one city, Brownsville. It 8 
a country without roads, except near 
the small towns. Great spaces are cov- 
ered with brush traversed by trails that 
only experienced guides can follow 
Nearly everything in this brush bears 
thorns, some of which plerce leather. 
Most of the guides who knew these 
trails are Mexicans, ana with few ex- 
ceptions neither army officers nor State 
and county officials know whether these 
Mexicans are loyal American citizens 
or friends of the bandits and revolu- 
tionists. 

This lack of knowledge is a menace to 
the international relations. Because 
they have been unable to know what 
Mexicans are their friends Americans of 
this section bear and prepare to take 
action on the wildest of rumors. 

Some of Wild Rumors. 

Some of them have come to believe 
even that other nations are trying io 
involve Mexico with the United States. 
A few credit reports that Americans 
who wish intervention are behind most 
of the bandit outbreaks. It is pointed 
out as significant that of the railroad 
bridge burnings, or attempts at burn- 
ing, bandits always have waited until 
the trains had passed and there would 
be little danger of serious conse- 
quences. 

In the two months sfnce the bandits 
began operations four American men 
have been murdered. Two have been 
killed at Sebastian by Mexicans who 
were their personal enemies. Appar- 
ently the element of racial revenge did 
not enter into the killings until last 
week’s murder of two Americans near 
San Benito.

STATE'S EXPENS 
PAINTER DECLARE 


90 Receive Back More Than, 
They Pay In, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Tells Conference. 
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KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 6.—Some | 
surprising statements were made yes- 
terday by W. R. Painter. Lieutenant-. 
Governor of Missouri, about Missouri’s 
revenue problem. He was in Kansas 
City attending the State officials’ con- 
ference. 

Among his statements were: 

That abotu 9 Missouri counties re- 
ceive back from the State more money 
than they pay in. The other 24, which 
are larger counties in the State, pay 
all the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment. 

That no revenue measure had been 
presented in the Legislature in the last 
10 years that did not divert the reve- 
nue to some special fund and not into 
the general revenue fund. 

The revenue question, in view of the 
tangle now existing over the public 
school apportionment, was widely dis- 
cussed by the gathering of Missouri 
public officials, which included nearly 
all the State officers and six State Sen- 
ators. Most of them had different ideas 
about what ought to be done. But the 
gathering was almost unanimous that 
tHe revenue problem should be taken 
u pand met by the State, and no longer 


evaded. 
Painter Very Frank. 


Painter was both frank and pro- 
nounced in his views on the question. 
He said: 

“The entire business of the State, in- 
cluding the State schools, the eleemosy- 
nary institutions and the various State 
departments, is run on less money than 
Kansas City and Jackson County spend 
each year to run their business. While 
the institutions and the functions bt the 
State have been growing each year, 
there has not been a single revenue 
measure introduced in the Legislature 
in the last 10 years to put more money 
in the general fund. The few revenue 
measures passed have always diverted 
the money to some special fund. 

“Due to the inequalities of our pres- 
ent system of taxation about 90 Mis- 
souri counties receive back from tha 
State each year more money than they 
pay in in revenue. In other words, they 
contribute nothing to the expense of 
running the State and all its institu- 
tions. 

„1 took pains to look up the records 
in my own county (Carroll), one of the 
richest in the State. Even including 


man of the commissions appointed by 
the last Senate that unless the money 
appropriated. to defray the expenses of 
those commissions was returned to tho 
State by next Saturday, suits would be 
instituted/to recover it. 

It has been the custom for the Sen 
ate by resolution to ¢reate commissions 
of its members to investigate certai.: 
legislative subjects and report back 
proposed legislation to the next Legis- 
lature. The Senate of 1913 created sev- 
‘eral such commissions and the money 
to defray their expenses was paid with- 
out question. THe past Senate created 
five commissions, but a storm of,protest 
arose from certain House members o? 
the , administration faction. It was 
charged that the commissions were 
merely “junketing committees.’’ 

Barker Overrules Practice. 

Attorney-General Barker gave an 
opinion that the Senate could not legally 
appropriate money by a resolution of 
the House alone. That reversed the pre- 
vious: ruling of that office. The war- 
rants had already been approved by 
State Auditor Gordon and the money 
paid to the chairmen of the various 
committees’ by the Treasurer. As soon 
as the Commissioners learned that the 
legality of the appropriations had been 
questioned they held their money in 
tact, awaiting a final decision upon what 
course to pursue. Several Senators re- 
signed from the commissions, stating 
that they were mere junketing' com- 
mittees. 

Meet of the Senators present at last 
night’s conference were in favor of re- 
turning the money that had been ap- 
propriated for the expense of the com- 
missions. After a long conference it 
was finally decided that each of the 
five commissions would have meetings 
this week and decide whether to return 
the money.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Sept. 6.— The 
disposition of troops in the Brownsville 
section continued today. By mid-week 
there will be 4(00 nen, cavalry, nfantr:. 
artillery and signal and aero rps in 
this district, a command large enough, 
it is hoped, to exert sufficient moral 
force to make the use of physical force 
unnecessary in maintaining quiet in the 
bo.ider counties with their “ per cent 
Mexican population. 

The troops are patroling a territory 
nearly the size of Maine, which con- 
tains only one city, Brownsville. It s 
a country without roads, except near 
the small towns. Great spaces are cov- 
ered with brush traversed by trails that 
only experienced guides can follow 
Nearly everything in this brush bears 
thorns, some of which plerce leather. 
Most of the guides who knew these 
trails are Mexicans, ana with few ex- 
ceptions neither army officers nor State 
and county officials know whether these 
Mexicans are loyal American citizens 
or friends of the bandits and revolu- 
tionists. 

This lack of knowledge is a menace to 
the international relations. Because 
they have been unable to know what 
Mexicans are their friends Americans of 
this section bear and prepare to take 
action on the wildest of rumors. 

Some of Wild Rumors. 

Some of them have come to believe 
even that other nations are trying io 
involve Mexico with the United States. 
A few credit reports that Americans 
who wish intervention are behind most 
of the bandit outbreaks. It is pointed 
out as significant that of the railroad 
bridge burnings, or attempts at burn- 
ing, bandits always have waited until 
the trains had passed and there would 
be little danger of serious conse- 
quences.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 6.—Some | 
surprising statements were made yes- 
terday by W. R. Painter.

Among his statements were: 

That abotu 90 Missouri counties re- 
ceive back from the State more money 
than they pay in. The other 24, which 
are larger counties in the State, pay 
all the expenses of the State Govern- 
ment. 

That no revenue measure had been 
presented in the Legislature in the last 
10 years that did not divert the reve- 
nue to some special fund and not into 
the general revenue fund. 

The revenue question, in view of the 
tangle now existing over the public 
school apportionment, was widely dis- 
cussed by the gathering of Missouri 
public officials, which included nearly 
all the State officers and six State Sen- 
ators. Most of them had different ideas 
about what ought to be done. But the 
gathering was almost unanimous that 
tHe revenue problem should be taken 
u pand met by the State, and no longer 


evaded. 
Painter Very Frank. 


Painter was both frank and pro- 
nounced in his views on the question. 
He said: 

“The entire business of the State, in- 
cluding the State schools, the eleemosy- 
nary institutions and the various State 
departments, is run on less money than ||

each year to run their business. While 
the institutions and the functions bt the 
State have been growing each year, 
there has not been a single revenue 
measure introduced in the Legislature 
in the last 10 years to put more money 
in the general fund.

“ Rain Damage in Recent Big Storms. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I should like to have the opinion of some man 
of science as to whether or not the extensive dam- 
age to the walls of houses in St. Luis during the 
recent hurricane was causd by the rain being 
driven through those brick walls by the direct 
ferce of the wind. 

The tornado companies are getting out of pay- 
ing insurance on the recent damage by the para- 
graph which reads “This company shall not be 
liable for any loss or damage caused by water or 
rain,” etc. but there Is a clause in this paragraph 
* 
shall first sustain actual damage to 
the roofs or walls of same by the direct force 
of the wind.” We contend that in the recent 
storm these walls did first sustain actual damage 
by the “direct force of the wind” in that the rain 
was actually driven through these walls by the 
ferce of the wind. It is a peculiar characteristic 
of tornado wind that it blows objects through each 
other without. sometimes damaging he surround- 
ing parts of the object that is hit as for ‘instance 
the well known fact of articles such as pieces of 
wood driven through the trunk of trees without 
any oher injury to the same trees. 

The Weather Bureau stated explicitly that the 
recent storm was a continuation of the Galveston 
hurricane which very properly éomes under tor- 
nado insurance. It was a “special” storm and not 
an ordinary rain storm. The damage to the walls 
in St. Louis has been remarkable. They are 
water soaked and will not be dried out for pos- 
sibly several months. This has never happened 
before fn St. Louis to this peculiar extent and will 
not happen again in a generation. It was unques- 
tionably the result of the hurricane. 

We believe the tornado policy holders have an 
action in court and we are sure that the law 
courts will decide that the tornado insurance com- 
panies are liable for damages resulting from the 
recent storm. ee

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THE LABOR ANNIVERSARY. 

Labor’s holiday in 1915 finds the eight-hour 
workday much farther advanced than ever be- 
fore in history and settlement by arbitration or 
other peaceful means of adjustment in much high- 
er favor than even one year ago as a practical 
method of avoiding or minimizing the great 
waste of strikes. | 

The success with which it was employed in 
preventing strikes involving hundreds of thou- 
sands of railroad men in the Hast and West has 
firmly established arbitration as the indtcated 
natural agency for ending the labor disputes of 
public utility companies. 

After harmonizing the differences of the West- 
ern railroad men, it was successfully employed 
at Chicago in preventing a tieup on the second 
largest traction system of America. A strike of 
1500 St. Louis teamsters rendering a service 
akin to that of the utility companies was ter- 
minated in a few hours by diplomacy and com- 
promise. 

To compute the number of workers affected 
during the past year by the introduction of the 
eight-hour day at steel plants, munition plants, 
ail refineries, automobile and other large indus- 
trial establishments is not now possible. But it 
must run up into the hundreds of thousands. 

The war which was only well under way on 
Labor day one year ago continues. But if the 
transfer of the hosts of labor from the work of 
production to the work of destruction is attended 
by sorry results in Europe, America still pre- 
sents a happy contras. Employment conditions 
have shown an amazing improvement during the 
year. Along with the decrease in the hours of 
labor there has been an increase in wages, es- 
pecially in industries rendered abnormally active 
by the war. :

of the United States. By his trifling with a mo- 
mentous question he was leading Germany itself:

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AMBASSADOR DUMBA., STRIKE LEADER. 

Ambassador C. T. Dumba of Austro-Hungaria 
is inclined to take a facetious view of the cor- 
respondence he sent his Government by James F. 
J. Archbald relative to plans for embarrassing 
the work of American manufacturers. “I cannot 
understand how Mr. Archbald could have been 
so stupid,” he says. But if the latter was stupid 
was it not a perpetuation of the original stupidity 
of the embassy? The indiscretion was the Am- 
bassador’s, Mr. Archbald’s only offense was in 
getting caught. 

Contentions of the Austro-Hungarian Cabinet 
presented by Mr. Dumba relative to certain ex- 
ports from America were rejected in toto by 
President Wilson. Mr. Dumba thereupon en- 
deavors to enforce those contentions in part by 
meddling in the internal affairs of the country, 
by seeking to handicap the industries on which 
those exports depend. 

Minister Sackville-West was sent home in dis- 
grace because he gave to a single citizen of 
British nativity his views as to the political ac- 
tion in a domestic election that might best serve 
British policy. Was his offending so much 
greater than that of Mr. Dumba who counsels 
many former Austro-Hungarian subjects to form 
a conspiracy in furtherance of Austro-Hungarian 
policy? 

Under government by injunction a restraining 
order might be obtained against agitators seeking 
to cause labor troubles for frivolous causes. Must 
a restraining order be asked for against the agi- 
tating diplomatic representatives of great Powers? 

It may be that an administration prepared to 
make many sacrifices for peace and genuinely de- 
sirous of lessening sources of friction will refrain 
from the action the incident seems to warrant. 
But if the gravity of the affair is overlooked, it 
should only be on the distinct pledge that this 
internal plotting shall cease. 

However, to send Mr. Dumba home and ask 
Vienna to replace him with a representative 
more satisfactory and more appreciative of the 
responsibilities of his high office would greatly 
clarify the issue, prevent further irritation in 
this country and give new force in all parts of 
the world to long established diplomatic usages 
which the stress of war seems to be breaking 
down.

The German newspapers in the United States may 
be said to constitute the press without a country. 
Germany won't have them, and they won't have us. 
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THE LANGUAGE TEST, 
From the Providence Journal. 
The New York constitutional conven- 
tion had a stormy discussion over the 
proposal that all voters must be able to 
read and write the English language. 
After being advanced toward final pas- 
sage by a vote of 70 to 61, it was set 
aside by another narrgw vote, 77-67. The 
division was nonpartisan in the broadest 
sense, but the racial opposition was ex- 
treme, due to a state of mind for which 
the Nuropean war is responsible. In or- 
ainary times such a question might have 
had consideration more on its merits. 

A “literacy” test for voting is  evt- 
dently a very different thing from one 
to qualify for American citizenship. It 
applies to all citizens, native as well as 
foreign born, if not in the same degree 
when, as is usual, the provision calls for 
ability to read and write English. How- 
ever, since the ballot is bound to be sole - 
ly in that language, it would seem to be 
not unfair to require that the foreign- 
born voter be proficent enough in the 
tongue of his adopted country to stand 
the test. As a general principle, for the 
assimilation of our immigrant popula- 
tion, it is sound policy to encourage fa- 
miliarity with the language as early as 
practicable. That is of immense assist- 
ance in inculcating the necessary in- 
struction in American institutions. 

Such a constitutional provision is not 
unfamiliar, of course. California, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Massachusetts. 
Maine, Mississippi, New Hampshire and 
Wyoming are among the states that re- 
quire the citizen to qualify for the fran- 
chise by reading from the Constitution, 
and some of them have a writing test as 
well. The rule seems not to cause se- 
rious complaint, and it was apparently 
originated without special reference to 
immigration; being, rather, designed as 
a check on illiteracy generally.
